London, Sept. 8. 

The possibility of Com- 
munist China laying claim 
to Hongkong in any forth- 
coming political conference 
on the Far East was be-, 
lieved by officials here today 
to be Jess likely than it was 
three yearg ago. 

This canclusion was base: cnt 
the conviction that Red China 
wants an expansion of trade with 
tha West—and-:ecognires— Hong~ 
kong as an outlet and inlet dor 
Chinese commerce, 

Three years ago, having con- 
cluded the Sino-Sovict treaty, 
the Chinese Communts: leader, 
Meo Tse-tung,.soid ho intended 
to scrap “alt treachorous teeotics 
thot have been effected with 
imperialist nations’. 


Tt was anttclpnted then that he! 


would at least eeek revision of 
the convention signed at Peling 
in 1898 by which China leased {o 
Britmn for 99 yeprs sora 360 
square miles of territory on the 
Chinase malnland 

LEAST LIKELY ACTION 

Anticipation that Red China 
might move against Hongkong 
caused Britain in 1950 to- in- 
crease the defence forces there 
to about 40,000 strong. Today 
it has been noted here that that 
number has ‘been reduced and 
the belicf prevails among offi- 
celal quarters that a Red military 
move against the Colony ts the 
least likely: action. 

It-has been noted that, ‘despite 
allegations by the Sovict press 
and radio, Moo. Tse-tung has 
not responded to charges that he 
is countenancing the presence of 
Imperialism on Chinese soll. 

furthermore, from the drastle 
trade cuts brought about by Red 
China's all-out “anti-foreign” 
drive at the end of 1051 and 
the first half of 1952, oMiclals 
here have noted no Intensifica- 
tlon of the cold war by China 
against Hongkong. — United 
Press. ° : :

’ Of Korea 


Britain To 
Pay Share 


London, Sept. 8. 
Britain is paying £8,000,- 
000 towards the United 
Nations £46 million pro- 
gramme for the reconstruc- 
tion of Korea. 


This was disclosed here today 
by Sir Arthur Rucker, Deputy 
Agent General of the United 
Nations Koren Reconstruction 
Agency. 

Sir Arthur. Ricker is visit- 
ing various countries to asic 
thelr governments for. financial 
support for the scheme which 
ends in June 30 next year, 
Promises of ald have come from 
28 -governments,. which are 
members of the United Nations, 
and five which are not, * 

He told a press conference 
-here that the United States 
was expected to ralse the bulk 
of the monay but it was hoped 
to get about $50 million from 
other nations, 

Sir Arthur Rucker ‘said the 
echeme at the present time was 
for the reconstruction of South 
KXorea, e 

“If the political cvaforcuce Is 
a success and Korea fs united 
then ‘the programme will have 
to’ be’ greatly enlarged," he 
added, 

Such an enlarged programme 
would: “presumably have. the 
benefit of the 1,000 million 
roubles (about £100 million) 
whica Russla had offered for 
the . reconstruction af North 
Korea, . . 

He said that 200 million dol- 
Jars (about £71 million) voted 
by the United States ‘for reilef 


in South Korea would be used: 


direclly for relief. .
